To  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committees  of  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Chertsey  and  Walton  & Weybridge  and 
the  Rural  District  of  Bagshot. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1937,  for  each  of  the  above  districts.  The 
report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  each  district  is  included, 
as  is  also  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Ottershaw  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital. 


After  many  years  of  inadequate  hospital  accommodation 
for  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease,  the  new  buildings  at 
Ottershaw  were  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  two  new  cubicle  blocks  have  been  in  use  for  the  last  three 
months  of  the  year,  and  have  already  proved  an  economic 
asset  in  shortening  the  stay  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  When 
the  hospital  is  completed  it  is  hoped  that  cases  of  infectious 
disease  other  than  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever  and  typhoid  will 
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be  admitted.  It  is  now  generally  recognised  that  complicated 
cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  merit  treatment  in 
hos[)ital.  The  new  cubicles  with  their  southern  exposure  and 
maximum  amount  ol  fresh  air  should  prove  ideal  for  the  treat- 
ment of  pneumonia  following  these  infections. 

There  has  been  a request  by  medical  practitioners  for 
measles  convalescent  serum.  The  admission  of  adult  cases 
of  measles  to  hosjDital  would  help  to  supply  this  demand. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  has  been  continued  during  the 
year  in  the  public  elementary  schools  and  several  local  resi- 
dential institutions.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  a low 
incidence  of  diphtheria  and  continued  requests  for  projjhy- 
lactic  facilities. 

I would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  members  of 
the  Health  Department  staffs  with  whom  I am  associated  for 
their  valuable  co-operation  and  help.

Laboratory  Facilities  ; — 

(1)  Water.  Samples  of  water  as  supplied  by  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Company,  are  submitted  to  chemical  and  bac- 
teriological examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal,  and  Sciver. 
These  samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban  District  of 
Chertsey,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Walton  and  Weybridge. 
The  results  of  these  investigations  are  tabulated  on  page  ii. 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act, 
1878,  in  1934,  samples  of  water  are  taken  from  all  wells 
intended  to  serve  new  houses. 

(2)  Milk.  Samples  of  milk  are  submitted  to  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  for  bacteriological  examination.  During 
1937,  7 samples  were  taken,  and  the  reports  are  tabulated  on 
page  25. 


(3)  Infectious  Disease.  Bacteriological  examinations  of 
specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  infectious  disease  are 
examined  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association.  During  1937, 
of  50  specimens  of  sputum  examined,  6 gave  a positive  result 
for  tubercle  bacilli;  of  112  swabs  examined  for  diphtheria 
bacilli,  7 gave  a positive  result;  of  2 swabs  examined  for 
haemolytic  streptococci  none  were  positive.  One  specimen  of 
faeces  proved  negative  on  examination  for  tyjihoid  bacilli.

The  samples  are  taken  monthly  in  rotation  from  the 
Urban  District  of  Chertsey  and  the  Urban  District  of  Walton 
and  Weybridge.

Samples  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Company  to  the  Chertsey  Urban  District  Council  and  the 
adjoining  district  of  Walton  and  Weybridge  are  taken  monthly 
at  different  points  and  analysed  both  chemically  and  bacterio- 
logically.  These  results  are  reported  monthly  to  the  respective 
councils.  The  results  of  analysis  show  that  a satisfactory 
standard  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

During  the  year  it  was  felt  that  samples  should  be  taken 
more  frequently.  A satisfactory  arrangement  has  now  been 
made  with  the  Water  Engineer  of  the  W'est  Surrey  Water 
Company.  Reports  are  exchanged  monthly  and  so  a fort- 
nightly check  on  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  condition  of 
the  supply  is  available. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage  : — 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  W’.  V.  Davies,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  details  of  the  work  which  has  been 
carried  out  during  IQ37:  — 


Re-construction  of  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — 

This  work  has  been  in  jirogrcss  throughout  ihc  whole  vear 
and  at  the  end  of  ig;-J7  was  nearing  completion. 

1 he  works  consist  of  new  settling  tanks  and  percolatitig 
filters  on  the  land  at  Lyne  Farm  adjoining  the  works  treating 
the  sewage  from  the  Egham  Urban  District.  The  existing 
sewage  works  on  the  lower  land  are  being  modernised  to  form 
[lart  of  the  new  system. 


Addlestone  Pumping  Station  and  Pumping  Main  : — 

The  erection  of  the  new  Pumping  Station  at  Addlestone 
was  completed  during  the  year.  Three  new  pumps  have  been 
installed  of  40,  80  and  120  h.p.  respectively,  which  are 
electrically  operated  and  automatically  brought  into  operation

by  the  extent  of  the  flow  in  the  sewers.  The  laying  of  the 
duplicate  sewage  pumping  main  from  Addlestone  to  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Lyne  has  also  been  completed. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  .Station  and  the  additions  at 
the  Sewage  Dis})osal  Works  will  be  brought  into  operation  early 
m 1938.

In  April,  1937  the  Surveyor  adopted  a system  of  separating 
and  baling  tins  from  the  house  refuse. 

The  principal  object  of  this  practice  was  to  discourage  the 
presence  of  rats  in  the  tip  as  it  was  found  that  the  tins  in  the 
refuse  provided  nesting  and  breeding  places. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1937,  approximately  42  Tons  of  tins  were 
so  baled  and  sold,  the  proceeds  realising  the  sum  of  £57.  The 
cost  of  the  baling  press  was  ;^ioo  and  the  cost  of  separation 
and  baling  was  £'&y.  The  system  also  has  the  advantage  of 
substantially  reducing  the  bulk  of  the  refuse  required  to  be 
disposed. 


(b)  Cesspool  Emptying  : — 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  with  two  350  gallon  “Dennis”  cess- 
pool emptiers;  both  machines  are  engaged  full  time  and  each 
is  worked  by  two  men.  During  1937,  the  following  cesspool

A considerable  number  of  tent  and  van  dwellers  continue 
to  visit  the  district  naring  the  year  and  encamp  on  various 
lands  for  variable  periods.  I\Iany  of  these  are  engaged  on 
agricultural  work  for  farmers  within  the  district. 

Forty-two  visits  were  made  to  such  dwellers  during  IQ37' 
and  their  attention  was  drawn  to  the  requirements  of  the  bye- 
laws where  necessary.

The  work  of  disinfestation  of  Council  Houses  is  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  The  treatment  consists 
of  fumigation  by  Cimex  blocks  and  spraying  with  suitable 
insecticide  liquids.  Picture  rails,  skirting  boards  and  other 
movable  woodwork  are  usually  taken  down  before  treatment. 

In  the  case  of  privately  owned  houses,  arrangements  are 
usually  made  with  a contractor  who  carries  out  the  necessary 
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work  at  the  expense  of  the  owner.  The  Council  do  not  supply 
materials  but  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  always  prepared  to 
advise  and  if  necessary  supervise  the  work. 

Before  transfer  to  Council  Houses,  the  belongings  of  ten- 
ants are  inspected.  If  there  is  reason  to  suspect  infestation, 
spraying  with  insecticide  is  carried  out.  No  fumigation  with 
cyanide  has  so  far  been  arranged. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  nine  elementary  schools,  one  secondary  school, 
and  four  private  schools  within  the  district.  All  obtain  their 
drinking  water  from  the  main  supply  of  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Company. 

The  Memorandum  on  Closure  of,  and  Exclusion  from 
schools,  1927,  is  followed.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the 
occcurrence  of  primary  cases  of  scarlet  fev^er  and  diphtheria. 
Throats  of  all  contacts  in  the  classroom  are  examined  and 
exclusion  advised  where  indicated.  Intensive  immunisation  is 
carried  out  on  the  occurrence  of  any  case  of  diphtheria.

RE-HOUSING. 

A Clearance  Order  was  made  by  the  Council  with  respect 
to  nine  houses  in  Pyrcroft  Road,  Chertsey,  this  was  confirmed 
by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  the  24th  June,  1937. 

The  Council  decided  to  erect  32  houses  for  the  purpose  of 
re-housing  families  from  the  Clearance  Area  and  overcrowded 
houses. 

The  erection  of  the  houses  was  commenced  on  the  15th 
October,  1937,  four  being  at  Addlestone  and  28  at  Chertsey. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  houses  will  be  ready  for  occupation 
about  the  end  of  March,  1938.

From  the  analysis  of  the  above  reports,  it  will  be  seen 
that  all  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  satisfied  the  test  as  regards 
cleanliness. 


Of  the  twelve  samples  of  ordinary  milk,  for  which  there  is 
as  yet  no  standard  specified,  nine  attained  accredited  standard 
and  three  failed  to  do  so. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  kindly  provided  me  with 
particulars  of  analysis  of  milk  supplied  to  the  elen.entary 
schools  under  the  milk  scheme.  All  samples  complied  with  the 
prescribed  conditions  as  regards  cleanliness  with  the  exception 
of  one  dealer.  The  matter  was  remedied  on  his  attention  being 
drawn  to  possible  defects  in  production. 

Six  samples  were  examined  for  evidence  of  tuberculous 
infection  by  the  guinea  pig  inoculation  test.  All  samples  were 
negative. 
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As  there  has  been  some  discussion  on  the  advisability  of 
compulsorv  pasteurisation  for  all  milk  I have  stated  my  views 
on  pasteurisation  in  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  Report, 
(pages  5g  and  6o).

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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Scarlet  Fever: — 

Following  a low  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  during  the 
previous  2 years,  there  was  an  increased  number  of  cases  in 
i()37.  These  cases  were  evenly  distributed  throughout  the 
various  wards  of  the  district,  and  also  throughout  the  year, 
with  a slight  falling  off  during  the  summer  months. 

Hospital  treatment  was  requested  in  the  majority  of 
cases,  only  a few  isolated  cases  being  treated  at  home. 

In  the  majority  of  cases  the  disease  ran  an  uncomplicated 
course,  but  in  a few  cases  the  complications  of  ear  disease 
necessitated  a prolonged  stay  in  hospital  of  over  6 weeks. 


Diphtheria  : 


The  twelve  notified  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  all  treated 
in  hospital.  The  diagnosis  of  diphtheria  was  not  confirmed 
in  3 cases.  One  case  was  admitted  as  a carrier. 

A virulent  outbreak  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  the  summer 
months  but  was  fortunately  confined  to  2 families,  a total  of 
6 children  being  infected.  The  primary  case  which  came 
under  treatment  late  in  the  disease  unfortunately  died.  The 
remainder  were  all  very  acute  cases  and  spent  many  weeks  in 
hospital  with  severe  complications. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  offered  to  the  child- 
ren attending  the  respective  schools  who  had  not  been  pre- 
viously immunised.  There  was  a good  response,  the  consent 
rate  being  approximately  70%.

Diphtheria  Prophylactic  is  issued  free,  to  Medical  Pract- 
itioners on  request. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  can  also  be  obtained  without  charge, 
supplies  being  kept  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  Weybridge 
Hospital  and  the  Council  Offices. 


Typhoid  : — 

One  case  was  notified,  an  adult  of  40,  and  came  under 
treatment  in  October,  following  a positive  Widal  blood  test 
of  B.  Typhosus  i/ioo.  This  case  had  been  inoculated  pre- 
viously in  the  services  and  it  would  appear  probable  that  the 
positive  Widal  Test  would  have  been  present  in  any  event. 
The  patient  was  seriously  ill  for  some  weeks  and  presented 
a typical  clinical  picture  of  acute  typhoid.  Recovery  took 
place  slowly.  The  disease  was  contracted  when  the  patient 
was  on  holiday  outside  the  district. 

There  were  several  contacts  at  home  all  of  whom  were 
inoculated  against  typhoid  w-hen  the  case  was  removed.

All  cases  of  tuberculosis  had  been  notified  jirior  to  death 
with  the  exception  of  one  who  died  in  a general  hospital  out- 
side the  district.  Notification  of  tuberculosis  can  therefore  be 
considered  efficient.  No  cases  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to 
notify  arose.  The  percentage  of  non-notified  tuberculosis 
deaths  to  total  tuberculosis  deaths  was  6%.

Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  : — 

The  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  has  continued  its  useful 
work  during  the  year.  In  considering  the  problems  of  tuber- 
culosis, the  family,  and  not  the  individual  patient,  must  be 
reckoned  as  the  unit.  The  Committee,  with  this  end  in  view, 
have  assisted  many  families  with  grants  of  nourishment, 
supplies  of  clothing  and  coal,  and  in  other  ways.  Many 
patients  have  received  similar  help  on  discharge  from 
the  sanatorium.  Every  effort  is  made  to  secure  adequate  and 
suitable  housing  for  affected  families. 


Cancer

Samples  of  water  as  supplied  from  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Company  are  submitted  to  chemical  and  bac- 
teriological examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal  and  Sciver. 
These  samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban  District 
of  Walton  and  Weybridge,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Chertsey. 
Ihe  results  of  the  investigations  made  during  1937  are  tabulated 
on  page  44. 

(2)  Milk.  Samples  of  milk  from  retailers  in  the  District 
are  submitted  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association  for  bac- 
teriological examination.  During  1937  twenty-six  samples  were 
taken  and  the  reports  are  tabulated  on  page  57. 


(3)  Infectious  Disease.  Bacteriological  examination  of 
specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  examined 
by  the  Clinical  Research  Association.  During  1937,  of  52  sputum 
specimens,  8 gave  positive  reaction  for  tubercle  bacilli,  and  of  198 
swabs  examined  for  diphtheria  bacilli  10  gave  a positive  reaction. 
Of  4 swabs  examined  for  haemolytic  streptococci,  one  gave  a posi- 
tive result.  One  specimen  of  blood  gave  a negative  reaction  for  B. 
Typhosus,  and  one  specimen  of  cerebrospinal  fluid  was  negative  for 
organisms.  One  specimen  of  faeces  examined  for  typhoid  organ- 
isms was  negative.

Water  Supply. 

The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  West  Surrey 
Water  Company,  the  works  of  which  are  situated  on  the  banks 
of  the  River  Thames  in  the  Walton  area,  the  intake  being 
obtained  a short  distance  above  Walton  Bridge.  Samples  of 
water  as  supplied  by  this  Company  are  submitted  to  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal, 
and  Sciver.  The  samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban 
District  of  Walton  and  Weybridge  and  the  Urban  District  of 
Chertsey.  The  results  of  the  examination  of  these  samples  are 
given  below. 


Water  Sample*:-— 

During  the  year  eight  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis 
from  different  parts  of  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  district.  All 
samples  were  reported  on  by  the  Analyst  as  satisfactory  and  suit- 
able for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  on  bacteriological  exam- 
ination. 

The  figure  for  albuminoid  ammonia  was  occasionally  high, 
varying  between  0.006  and  0.024  in  parts  per  100,000. 

The  figure  for  oxygen  consumed  from  permanganate  was  also 
high  on  occasions,  varying  from  0.03  to  0.237. 

The  Thames  is  obviously  liable  to  contamination  and  is  only 
through  efficient  storage,  filtration,  and  chlorination  that  water 
from  this  source  can  be  rendered  bacteriologically  fit  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes.  The  bacteriological  reports  varied  little 

from  month  to  month. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  an  interchange  of  water  reports  was 
arranged  with  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company.  There  is  now 
available  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a fortnightly  check  on 
the  condition  of  main  water  supply  in  the  district,  and  these  reports 
come  before  the  Public  Health  Committee  at  all  their  meetings.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Ellis,  the  Cleansing  Officer,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  details. 

Street  Cleansing  : — 

The  reorganisation  of  this  service  was  advanced  a stage 
by  the  purchase  of  a further  six  modern  orderly  trucks.  It  is 
anticipated  that  by  June  1938  each  sweeper  will  be  equipped 
with  a truck  and  allotted  his  own  section. 

In  view  of  the  extensive  private  street  works  being  carried 
out  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  frequent  alterations  in 
the  rounds  of  the  men  are  becoming  necessary  and  it  is 
probable  that  several  additional  men  will  be  required  in  the 
near  future. 

Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptying  : — 

The  mechanical  emptier  purchased  last  year  continued 
to  give  satisfactory  results. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Regular  collections  of  household  and  trade  refuse  were 
carried  out. 

The  voucher  system  of  payment  for  trade  refuse  collect- 
ion, instituted  in  November  1936  proved  most  satisfactory. 

Refuse  Disposal  : — 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  Controlled  Tipping.  In 
order  to  shorten  the  haul  of  the  vehicles  engaged  on  Refuse 
Collection,  and  to  lengthen  the  life  of  the  Apps  Court  Tip, 
the  old  Weybridge  Refuse  Dump  was  re-opened  in  the  late 
Autumn  and  the  vehicles  now  deposit  their  loads  at  the  tip 
nearest  to  the  point  of  collection. 

The  erection  of  the  new  Refuse  Disposal  Plant  has  not 
yet  been  commenced,  difficulty  being  experienced  in  obtaining 
a suitable  site.  It  has  finally  been  decided  that  the  plant 
shall  be  erected  on  land  adjoining  the  Weylands  Sewage 
Works,  off  Molesey  Road,  Hersham. 

Staff  : — 

The  workmen  were  for  the  first  time  provided  with  uni- 
form hats  fitted  with  a numbered  enamel  badge  bearing  the 
name  of  the  Council  and  the  name  of  the  Department,  in 
addition  to  the  usual  two  pairs  of  overalls.

Field  Common  : — 

Conditions  on  Field  Common  remain  unaltered  since  the 
last  Annual  Report,  {vide  Annual  Report  1936) 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  submitted  a report  to  the 
Public  Health  Committee  in  the  early  summer  on  housing, 
water  supply  and  sanitary  conditions,  following  on  which 
the  Clerk,  Surveyor  and  Medical  Officer  w^ere  instructed  to 
submit  a comprehensive  report  as  to  the  conditions  prevailing 
on  this  estate.  The  recommendations  of  this  report  with  re- 
gard to  the  provision  of  the  necessary  services  were  adopted 
in  principle,  and  a sub-committee  was  appointed  to  consider 
in  detail  matters  concerning  housing,  water  supply,  drainage, 
making  up  of  roads,  and  other  improvements. 

The  residents  on  Field  Common  are  wholly  dependent 
for  water  supply  on  w'ells.  The  'Medical  Officer  of  Health 
reported  in  July  that  there  w’as  reason  to  believe  that  the  vast 
majority  of  these  wells  were  subject  to  surface  water  contamin- 
ation. It  was  reported  that  out  of  16  samples  analysed,  10 
were  found  to  be  polluted.  The  West  Surrey  Water  Company 
was  approached  with  a view  to  e.xtending  their  mains  to  serve 
this  estate.  The  work  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Control  of  Camping  and  Moveable  Dwellings  ; 

Field  Common  continues  to  be  a popular  area  for  caravan 
encampments.  Many  visits  have  been  paid  during  the  year 

to  ensure  freedom  from  nuisance. 

For  the  control  of  camping  and  moveable  dwellings  the 
Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1931,  is  in  force  in  the  district. 
Sections  55  to  64  of  this  Act  provide  primarily  for  the  removal 
of  moveable  dwellings  that  already  exist,  if  they  can  be

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proved  to  affect  prejudicially  the  amenities  of  the  district,  or 
cause  annoyance  to  residents  by  offensive  conduct.  The 
Council  may  then  obtain  an  order  of  the  Court  to  remove  these 
moveable  dwellings. 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269  gives  power  to 
tlie  Council  to  grant  licences  authorising  jjersons  to  allow  land 
to  be  used  as  sites  for  moveable  dwellings.  The  granting  of 
these  licences  may  be  subject  to  such  conditions  as  the  Council 
thinks  fit. 

Before  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269,  can  be 
adopted,  applications  must  be  made  to  the  Minister  for  the 
repeal  of  the  above  sections  of  the  Surrey  County  Council 
Act. 

It  seems  a pity  that  it  may  be  necessary  to  lose  the  ad- 
vantages of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act  in  the  control  of 
existing  encampments  if  the  Council  decide  to  adopt  the 
appropriate  section  of  the  Public  Health  Act  for  the  control 
of  future  encampments. 

Whatever  decision  is  ultimately  taken,  it  is  desirable  to 
adopt  byelaws  for  adequate  control  of  nuisances  arising  from 
tents,  vans  and  sheds. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Acts  : — 

There  are  64  factories  and  127  workshops  on  the  Register. 
Included  among  the  workshops  are  13  bakehouses  and  5 laundries 
Among  the  factories  there  are  3 laundries,  6 bakehouses  and  2 
establishments  for  making  sausages.

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Shops  ; — 

During  the  year  249  visits  liave  been  made  under  the 
Shops  Acts. 

One  case  of  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation  was 
found  and  was  in  course  of  rectification  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  case  of  insufficient  heating  was  found  and  rectified. 


Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. 

No  rag  flock  is  manufactured  in  the  district  , but  there 
are  three  upholsterers’  premises  where  rag  flock  is  used.  These 
premises  are  periodically  insfiected  and  no  action  has  had  to 
be  taken  in  respect  of  them.

No  offensive  trade  has  been  established  within  the  district, 
and  there  is  no  common  lodging  house. 

Tents,  Vans,  and  Sheds  are  nominally  controlled  by  bye- 
laws; in  actual  practice  these  byelaws  have  been  of  little  value 
during  1937. 


Smoke  Abatement  : — 

Following  complaints,  observations  were  made  of  the  chim- 
neys of  two  factories,  but  no  nuisance  was  detected.  Byelaws 
under  sections  2 and  5,  of  the  Public  Health  (Smoke  Abate- 
ment) Act,  1926,  have  not  been  adopted  in  the  district. 


Swimming  Pools  : — 

There  are  two  private  swimming  pools  to  which  the  public 
are  admitted,  but  as  the  charges  for  admission  are  high  these 
pools  can  scarcely  be  regarded  as  available  for  members  of 
the  general  public. 

The  Council  have  a bathing  station  on  the  bank  of  the 
Thames  at  Walton,  and  a similar  station  at  Weybridge  ; 
during  the  Summer  months,  attendants  are  provided. 
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Mosquito  Control  : — 

There  was  a marked  decrease  in  the  prevalence  of  mos- 
quitoes during  the  year.  The  Council  continue  to  spray 
stagnant  water  in  ditches  where  and  when  mosquito  larvae 
exist.  Householders  appear  to  be  carrying  out  the  instruct- 
ions issued  in  April  each  year.

Overcrowding  Survey  ; — 

The  24  cases  of  overcrowding  outstanding  at  the  end  of 
IQ36  were  all  dealt  with  during  the  year  with  the  exception  of 
2 cases  relating  to  2 families  of  12  and  11  persons  respective- 
ly. At  the  time  there  was  no  council  house  sufficiently  large  to 
accommodate  these  families.  There  was  reason  to  believe  that 
some  of  the  members  of  the  families  would  be  moving  out  at 
an  early  date,  and  an  overcrowding  licence  for  a limited 
jjeriod  was  accordingly  granted  in  each  case. 

Of  the  14  new  cases  coming  to  light  during  the  year,  4 
were  transferred  to  Council  houses,  and  4 found  other  ac- 
commodation on  their  own  account.

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Analysis  of  Reports  : — 

The  above  list  shows  the  results  of  analysis  by  the  Clinical 
Re  .earch  Association  of  26  samples  of  milk  taken  at  different 
times  throughout  the  year  from  all  the  producers  and  retailers 
in  the  district. 

The  one  producer  and  retailer  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk 
maintained  the  same  excellent  standard  of  cleanliness  set  in 
previous  years. 

Of  the  three  producers  of  Accredited  Milk,  two  maintain- 
ed the  required  standard  but  one  failed  to  do  so.  These  results 
are  referred  to  the  County  Authority,  who  is  originally  re- 
sponsible for  the  granting  of  Accredited  Milk  licences  and  has 
power  to  revoke  a licence  if  the  necessary  standard  is  not  con- 
sistently maintained. 

Of  the  producers  and  retailers  of  ordinary  milk,  five  con- 
sistently maintained  the  Accredited  Standard  and  four  failed 
to  do  so.  There  is,  of  course,  no  standard  laid  down  for  or- 
dinary milk,  but  provided  reasonable  care  and  precautions 
are  taken  it  should  not  be  difficult  to  produce  milk  of  the 
Accredited  Standard. 

The  three  retailers  of  Pasteurised  Milk  attained  the  re- 
quired standard. 

With  regard  to  the  examination  of  milk  for  pathogenic 
or  disease  producing  bacteria,  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to 
report  once  more  that  all  samples  were  free  from  tuberculosis. 
No  infected  milk  has  been  discovered  for  the  last  four  years. 
This  reflects  very  creditably  on  the  County  Veterinary  Staff. 


Grading  of  Milk  and  Inspections  : — 

The  significance  of  milk  reports  is  perhaps  not  fully  ap- 
preciated by  the  public. 

Milk  can  be  graded  bacteriologically  either  with  regard 
to  Its  cleanliness  and  keeping  quality,  or  with  regard  to  its 
^fety;  z.^.  freedom  from  organisms  liable  to  cause  disease, 
i he  milk  reports  given  above  refer  only  to  cleanliness. 

It  should  be  realised  that  milk  produced  under  the  most 
perfect  conditions  as  regards  cleanliness  may  show  a plate 
count  of  a few  thousand  bacteria  per  i c.c.,  and  even  the  pre- 
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sence  of  bacillus  coli.  The  presence  of  bacillus  coli  is  not 
always  the  result  of  direct  nianurial  contamination.  It  is 
only  when  there  is  an  increase  in  the  count  of  over  200,000  bac- 
teria per  c.c.  or  when  the  bacillus  coli  is  present  in  i/iooth 
c.c.  that  one  can  say  with  certainty  that  that  milk  is  not  being 
produced  under  satisfactory  conditions.  On  inspection,  the 
fault  is  usually  to  be  found  in  improperly  cleansed  containers, 
but  may  be  the  result  of  the  faulty  methods  of  the  milkers, 
lack  of  grooming  of  cows,  or  inadequate  cleansing  of  the  pre- 
mises. It  is  noted  quite  often  that  an  improvement  in  stand- 
ards of  cleanliness  follows  immediately  on  a change  of  milkers 
and  cowmen. 

A milk  with  a high  bacterial  content  is  not  a dangerous 
milk  from  the  point  of  view  of  producing  disease,  unless 
pathogenic  organisms  are  introduced  at  the  same  time.  Rout- 
ine milk  reports  unfortunately  cannot  tell  us  this.  A close 
watch  IS  kept  in  the  district  over  cases  of  infectious  disease 
such  as  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  outbreaks  of  tonsillitis  and 
typhoid,  diseases  which  can  all  be  spread  by  an  infected  rP’’Jk 
supply.  If  there  is  any  reason  to  suspect  the  milk  supply  as 
the  cause  of  the  outbreak,  careful  enquiry  is  made  at  the 
source.  The  milk  handlers  are  examined  in  order  to  exclude 
possible  carriers  of  disease.  At  the  same  time  the  milk  supply 
can  be  examined  for  specific  organisms. 

From’  time  to  time  outbreaks  of  serious  infectious  diseases 
due  to  milk  are  described.  During  1936  for  instance,  there 
were  three  extensive  outbreaks  in  different  parts  of  the  country 
of  enteric  fever,  enteritis,  and  scarlet  fever,  respectively,  in 
which  the  vehicle  of  infection  was  raw  milk.  Approximately 
one  thousand  people  were  incapacitated  as  a result. 

Pasteurisation  : — 

When  one  considers  that  effective  pasteurisation  would 
prevent  these  outbreaks,  it  is  difficult  to  understand  the  oppos- 
ition to  this  process.  Milk  is  the  only  food  of  animal  origin, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  the  oyster,  which  we  consume 
untreated  by  heat,  and  they  have  both  been  frequently  incrim- 
inated as  a cause  of  serious  disease. 

Opposition  is  of  course  based  on  the  assumption  that  past- 
eurisation alters  or  destroys  the  vitamins  in  milk.  Evidence 
tends  to  show  more  and  more  that  there  is  no  significant  differ- 
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once  in  nutritive  value  between  raw  and  pasteurised  milk.  In- 
fants and  childreii  at  infant  welfare  clinics  and  children’s 
hospitals  have  been  supplied  now  for  many  years  with  pasteur- 
ised milk,  and  raw  milk  brought  to  the  boil  in  the  home  is 
now  generally  advocated  for  young  children.  Pasteurised 
milk  is  in  use  in  elementary  schools  milk  schemes  where  ever 
possible.  There  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  results  do  not 
justify  its  use.  A recent  interesting  experiment  in  Scotland 
showed  that  calves  fed  on  pasteurised  milk  were  not  the  in- 
ferior of  calves  fed  c^n  raw  milk,  and  incidentally,  were  free 
from  tuberculosis,  whereas  the  raw  milk  feeders  suffered  to 
the  extent  of  over  6o% 

It  is  conceivable  that  a milk  handler  in  a pasteurising 
plant  may  infect  a milk  supply  and  one  such  case  has  been 
frequently  quoted.  Obviously,  however,  it  is  easier  to  safe- 
guard against  such  a happening  milk  from  a pasteurising 
plant  where  there  are  relatively  few  employees,  than  to  attempt 
to  control  the  habits  of  the  multitude  engaged  in  handling 
milk  from  the  cow  to  the  consumer. 

It  should  also  not  be  difficult  to  ensure  that  all  milk  prior 
to  pasteurisation  conforms  to  the  Accredited  Standard  and 
thus  rule  out  the  fears  of  some  that  pasteurisation  will  act  as 
a cloak  for  milk  of  any  age  and  standard. 

No  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  is  now  produced  in  the  dis- 
trict, the  one  producer  transferring  to  another  area  during  the 
year. 

There  are  now  four  producers  of  Accredited  Milk,  one 
additional  licence  having  been  granted  during  the  year, 
namely  :

Accredited  'Milk  Licences  are  issued  by  the  County  Coun- 
cil on  being  satisfied,  after  consultation  with  the  District  Med- 
ical Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  that  the  dairy 
and  cowsheds  are  up  to  an  agreed  standard,  and  are  provided 
with  proper  cleansing  and  sterilising  equipment.  The  con- 
ditions applicable  to  these  licences  are  not  so  onerous  as  those 
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required  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  in  that  the  animals  have 
onl}'^  to  pass  a clinical  examination  and  do  not  require  to  be 
subjected  to  a tuberculin  test.  The  County  Council  has 
power  to  revoke  these  licences  if,  on  sampling,  the  Accredited 
Standard  is  not  consistently  maintained. 

44%  of  the  milk  produced  in  the  district  comes  from 
.Accredited  herds. 


(b)  Meat  : — 

Two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  inspections  of  butchers’ 
shops,  slaughterhouses  and  other  premises  were  made  during 
1937.  All  meat  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  volun- 
tarily surrendered,  no  magistrate’s  order  being  required  in  any 
case. 


Twenty  applications  for  licenses  to  act  as  slaughtermen 
were  granted  by  the  Council.  The  Council  have  passed  a 
resolution  including  sheep,  ewes,  wethers,  lambs  and  rams 
within  the  provisions  of  section  i,  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Act,  1933.  There  are  three  Registered  and  three  Licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever  ; — 

Of  the  107  cases  notified,  request  for  admission  to  hos- 
pital was  received  in  94  cases.  In  spite  of  the  limited  accom- 
modation available,  one  was  able  to  admit  for  treatment  all 
these  cases.  The  vast  majority  admitted  occurred  in  children 
of  school  age  and  under,  for  whom  there  were  no  available 
facilities  for  isolation  purposes  in  the  home. 

The  cases  were  distributed  evenly  throughout  the  differ- 
ent wards  of  the  district,  with  a slightly  increased  incidence 
during  the  year  in  January  and,  curiously  enough,  in  May. 
The  majority  of  the  cases  ran  an  uncomplicated  course,  ap- 
proximately 10%  only  having  to  be  detained  in  hospital  over 
the  customary  four  weeks. 

There  was  no  mortality. 
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Diphtheria  : — 

13  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified,  the  diagnosis  not 
being  confirmed  in  one  case.  12  cases  received  treatment  in 
hospital.  The  disease  was  not  of  a severe  type,  none  of  the 
cases  showing  any  marked  degree  of  glandular  involvement. 
Most  of  the  cases  ran  an  uncomplicated  course  in  hospital  and 
were  not  detained  more  than  seven  weeks.  There  was  no 
mortality. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  continued  throughout  the 
year  in  children  under  8 years  in  the  local  elementary  schools. 
It  is  not  considered  necessary  to  offer  immunisation  to  child- 
ren over  8 years  of  age,  as  the  procedure  has  been  carried  out 
for  the  last  six  years,  and  efforts  have  always  been  concen- 
trated on  infant  schools.  It  is  thus  hoped  to  keep  a large  pro- 
portion of  the  school  population  continually  immunised.  This 
is  dependent  of  course  on  the  consent  rate,  which  varies  in 
different  schools  between  50%  and  70%. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  available  for  the  use  of  medical 
practitioners  at  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  hospitals  and  the 
Council  Offices.  Diphtheria  proph5dalctic  is  also  supplied 
free  on  request.

Acute  Poliomyelitis  : — 

Two  cases  were  notified,  one  in  June,  the  other  in  Sept- 
ember. The  first  case,  a boy  of  7,  was  removed  to  the  iso- 
lation hospital  and  transferred  al^tcr  ? few  weeks  to  an  ortho- 
paedic hospital.  Only  very  slight  paralysis  remains  in  one 
arm.  The  second  case,  an  infant  of  i year,  was  treated  for 
a short  period  in  an  infant’s  hospital.  Paralysis  of  the  left 
leg  remains. 

Non-Notifiable  Diseases  : — 

The  Head  Teachers  of  the  local  elementary  schools  con- 
tinue to  notify  me  of  cases  of  minor  infectious  diseases.  These 
intimations  are  much  appreciated.  When  the  new  buildings 
at  the  Ottershaw  Isolation  Hospital  are  completed  it  is  hoped 
to  find  accommodation  for  complicated  cases  of  whooping 
cough  and  measles. 

Several  adult  patients  convalescent  from  measles  con- 
sented to  give  serum  for  use  in  the  prevention  and  attenuation 
of  measles  in  young  children.  An  arrangement  has  been  made 
with  a laboratory  to  test  these  batches  of  serum,  and  if  satis- 
factory to  put  up  in  ampoules  of  5 c.c.’s.  The  serum  has  al- 
ready proved  of  use  in  preventing  and  attenuating  measles 
in  measles  contacts  admitted  with  other  and  more  serious  dis- 
eases to  the  isolation  hospital.  When  a sufficient  stock  has 
been  obtained  it  will  be  made  more  generally  available  to  med- 
ical practioners.

Various  health 
films  were  shown  in  local  cinemas,  and  talks  for  school  child- 
ren were  arranged.  The  facilities  provided  locally  in  the 
various  maternity,  child  welfare,  and  other  clinics  were  ad- 
vertised in  the  local  cinemas.

During  1937,  of  8 
sputum  specimens,  one  gave  a positive  result  for  tubercle  bacilli, 
and  of  51  swabs  examined  for  the  diphtheria  bacilli  8 gave 
a positive  result.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply; — 

The  Parish  of  Bisley  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
Woking  Water  Company,  and  the  Parishes  of  Chobham  and 
Windlesham  are  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  South  West 
Suburban  Water  Company. 

Samples  of  the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company’s 
water  are  taken  at  Bagshot  and  submitted  to  Chemical  Analysis 
by  Mr.  Stafford  Aston,  County  Analyst  for  Middlesex,  and 
for  Bacteriological  Examination  by  Professor  R.  T.  Hewlett. 
A summary  of  these  examinations  is  given  below. 

During  1937,  there  were  two  extensions  of  the  water  main 
in  the  Parish  of  Chobham  and  66  houses  were  connected  to  the 
Company’s  supply.  Two  extensions  of  the  water  main  were 
made  in  the  Parish  of  Windlesham  and  38  houses  were  con- 
nected to  the  main  supply.  No  water  mains  were  laid  in  the 
Parish  of  Bisley  during  the  year  1937,  but  7 houses  were 
connected  to  existing  mains. 

It  was  felt  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  that  more  frequent 
reports  on  main  water  samples  were  advisable.  A conference 
between  neighbouring  local  authorities  in  the  supply  of  the 
.South  West  Suburban  Water  Company  was  accordingly  ar- 
ranged and  it  is  hoped  to  obtain  an  interchange  of  reports 
whereby  monthly  analysis  will  be  available. 

With  regard  to  the  small  area  in  Bisley  supplied  by  the 
Woking  Water  Company,  an  interchange  of  reports  has  been 
arranged  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Woking 
U.D.C.

Drainage  and  Sewerage  ; — 

The  Parish  of  Windlesham,  which  includes  Bagshot  and 
Lightwater,  and  a small  portion  of  Sunningdale,  has  a main 
drainage  scheme.  During  the  year,  there  were  two  extensions 
made  to  the  Windlesham  sewers,  and  in  one  case  an  extension 
was  made  into  the  Chobham  area,  so  that  the  Convent  of  the 
Good  .Shepherd  could  be  drained  into  same.  A substantial 
contribution  was  made  by  the  owners  of  this  property  to  enable 
the  work  to  be  carried  out. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  as  a result  of  the  local  in- 
quiry held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Chobham  in  Sept- 
ember, 1936,  the  .Minister  stated  that  before  the  Council’s  pro- 
posals were  further  considered,  they  should  explore  the  quest- 
ion of  the  sewage  in  the  Chobham  area,  and  possibly  also  in 
adjoining  areas,  being  sewered  to  the  Woking  works.  The 
Council  agreed  to  this  suggestion  and  the  matter  was  discuss- 
ed w'ith  the  Woking  Urban  District  Council. 

A deputation  from  the  Bagshot  Rural  District  Council 
later  discussed  the  position  with  the  Ministry. 
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The  following  is  a summary  of  the  Ministry’s  opinion  : 

1.  That  a Sewerage  Scheme  is  necessary  for  the  Parish. 

« 

2.  That  the  amended  Scheme  whereby  the  sewage  from 
the  Parishes  of  Bisley  and  Chobham  is  treated  at  the 
works  of  the  Woking  Urban  District  Council  is  the 
more  desirable. 

3.  That  they  were  satisfied  for  the  present  (having  in 
view  the  financial  aspect)  that  it  would  not  be  desir- 
able to  close  the  Lightwater  Works. 

4.  That  the  Council  should  enter  into  a provisional 
agreement  with  the  Woking  Urban  District  Council 
for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  from  the  Parishes 
of  Bisley  and  Chobham, 

5.  That  a certain  pipe  line  proposed  to  be  laid  in  the 
Parish  of  Chobham  should  be  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  enable  the  sewage  from  the  Parish  of  Windlesham 
to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Woking  Urban  District  Coun- 
cil at  some  future  date. 

The  Woking  Urban  District  Council  were  accordingly 
approached  and  a draft  provisional  agreement  has  been  agreed. 
The  combined  Woking  Scheme  had  not  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Many  cases  of  serious  nuisance  from  sewage  effluent  and 
inadequate  drainage  of  houses  continued  to  arise  during  the 
year  in  Chobham,  West  End  and  Bisley.  These  conditions 
are  bound  to  recur,  particularly  in  low  lying  districts  in  wet 
weather,  and  can  only  be  temporarily  abated.  IMain  drainage 
is  the  only  permanent  solution  of  the  problem  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  very  necessary  provision  will  not  be  long  de- 
layed. 

The  question  of  sewerage  being  introduced  in  Bisley  and 
the  Bagshot  Road,  which  was  not  found  practicable  in  the 
original  scheme,  should  be  re-opened  in  the  amended  scheme. 
Many  new  houses  have  been  erected  in  the  Bagshot  Road  and 
it  would  be  unfortunate  if  this  area  was  left  unsewered. 
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Rivers  and  Streams  : — . 

As  in  previous  reports  numerous  cases  ot  pollution  of 
ditches  leading  to  rivers  and  streams  came  to  notice  during 
the  year.  These  were  particularly  in  evidence  in  the  district 
of  Chobham,  Mimbridge  and  Bisley,  and  were  due  in  all  cases 
to  sewage  effluent.  In  order  to  realise  the  alarming  extent  of 
these  pollutions,  the  districts  require  inspection  in  the  first  four 
months  of  the  year.

Public  Cleansing — Scavenging. 

Chobham  : — 

An  arrangement  is  made  with  the  Parish  of  Windlesham 
to  collect  dry  refuse  within  the  Parish  of  Chobham  once  in 
every  14  days.  A contribution  is  made  from  the  whole  of  the 
Parish  of  Chobham  to  the  special  expenses  of  Windlesham 
for  this  purpose. 

Bisley  ; — 

No  collection  of  dry  refuse  is  carried  out  in  this  parish. 


Windlesham  : — 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  three  vehicles  are  em- 
ployed for  this  purpose.  Disposal  is  effected  by  sorting, 
burning  destructible  matter  and  filling  up  a low  lying  field  with 
the  indestructible  matter.

Cesspool  and  Earth  Closet  Cleansing  : —

The  Council  has  not  undertaken  the  cleansing  of  cesspools 
and  earth  closets  in  the  parishes  of  Bisley  and  Chobham  and 
there  is  no  rate  levied  for  this  purpose.  Arrangements  can  be 
made  with  the  Parish  of  Windlesham  for  cesspools  to  be  empt- 
ied upon  payment. 


Windlesham  - 

The  parish  of  Windlesham  has  a Dennis  “Dual  Purposes” 
machine  for  cesspool  emptying  and  refuse  collection.  The 
capacity  of  the  tank  is  750  gallons. 

The  contents  of  earth  closets  are  removed  by  being  emptied 
into  a specially  constructed  receptacle  provided  on  the  Dennis 
cesspool  emptier.  Contents  of  cesspools  are  discharged  into 
the  main  sewers  at  specified  manholes  where  flushing  chambers 
ensure  that  the  sewage  is  diluted  at  once.  Sludge  from  cess- 
pools is  mixed  with  ashes  and  disposed  of  at  the  Depot.

To  summarise  the  results  of  analysis  of  milk  samples, 
it  will  be  noted  that  out  of  i6  samples  of  milk  taken,  all,  with 
one  exception  were  well  within  the  Accredited  Standard  as 
regards  the  plate  count  or  number  of  bacteria  per  i c.c.  Very 
similar  results  were  experienced  with  the  test  for  bacillus  coli, 
only  two  failing  to  qualify  as  acccredited.  One  of  these 
reached  the  accredited  standard  the  following  week. 

Eighteen  samples  were  specially  examined  for  the  presence 
of  tuberculosis  and  none  showed  any  infection  following  the 
guinea  pig  inoculation  test. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  kindly  provided  me  with 
the  results  of  analyses  of  milk  supplied  to  the  elementary 
schools  in  the  district  under  the  Milk  Scheme.  All  samples 
taken  complied  with  the  required  tests  as  regards  cleanliness. 
These  results  are  eminently  satisfactory,  and  show  care  and 
attention  to  detail  which  is  all  important  in  the  production  of 
clean  milk.

Infectious  Diseases  ; — 

Scarlet  Fever  ; — 

Remarkably  few  cases  of  scarlet  fever  occurred  during 
the  year.  There  has  been  a gradual  and  steady  decline  during 
the  last  five  years  when  there  was  an  outbreak  of  considerable 
severity  in  the  district.  14  cases  only  were  notified  during 
1937,  the  majority  of  these  occurring  in  the  first  three  months 
of  the  year.  The  cases  were  evenly  distributed  between  Bag- 
shot  and  Chobham,  with  2 cases  in  Bisley.  All  cases,  with 
one  exception,  were  treated  in  hospital. 

The  disease,  among  adults  especially,  was  of  a severe 
type,  and  many  cases  gave  cause  for  anxiety  in  hospital.  One 
death  has  to  be  recorded  in  the  case  of  an  adult  male.  This 
was  a case  of  toxic  scarlet  fever  which  did  not  respond  to 
serum  treatment. 


Diphtheria  : — 

Eleven  cases  of  Diphtheria  occurred,  8 in  Bisley  and  3 in 
Chobham.  Five  of  these  occurred  in  the  Shaftesbury  Homes. 
Immunisation  has  been  carried  out  in  this  residential  institut- 
ion for  some  years  now,  and  has  without  doubt,  from  time  to 
time  prevented  a serious  outbreak  in  the  school.  Following 
on  the  aforementioned  cases  further  immunisation  was  immed- 
iately carried  out  among  the  Schick  positive  members  of  the 
staff  and  the  new  entrants.  No  further  cases  occurred  sub- 
sequent to  this  procedure.  Two  of  the  boys  who  had  been 
previously  immunised  received  treatment  as  carriers. 

It  is  evident  among  adults  that  the  Schick  test,  once  neg- 
ative, cannot  be  relied  upon  to  remain  so.  Of  the  Staff,  4 who 
were  negative  in  1933  were  found  positive  in  1937. 

One  case,  a girl  attending  the  Chobham  school,  occurred. 
Immunisation  was  carried  out  without  delay  among  the 
school  children,  70%  consenting.  No  further  cases  have 
arisen. 
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The  same  procedure  was  carried  out  in  the  Bisley  Element- 
ary School  following  on  the  occurrence  of  2 cases,  with  sim- 
ilar results. 

All  cases  received  treatment  in  the  isolation  Hospital. 
There  was  no  mortality.

Typhoid  : 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  a boy  of  13  was  notified 
from  West  End,  Chobham.  Investigation  into  the  cause  could 
reveal  nothing  beyond  suspicion  of  a nearby  stream,  which 
is  liable  to  pollution  with  cesspool  matter  if  not  kept  under 
strict  supervision.  The  case  had  been  removed  to  Guildford 
County  Hospital  prior  to  diagnosis  and  treatment  was  carried 
out  there.

Out  of  a total  of  6 deaths  from  tuberculosis,  2 cases  were 
unnotified  prior  to  death.

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A total  of  44  beds  has  been  available  at  Ottershaw  and 
Eghain  from  January  to  September,  and  thereafter  the  number 
was  reduced  to  36  beds  when  the  new  cubicle  blocks  were  put 
into  use  and  the  old  ward  blocks  closed  for  reconditioning  and 
central  heating.  The  majority  of  these  beds  have  been  in  use 
throughout  the  year.  From  January  to  April  there  was  a daily 
average  of  over  50  cases  under  treatment.  Use  therefore  had 
to  be  made  of  the  Tolworth  Isolation  Hospital,  and  46  cases 
in  all  were  treated  outside  the  district,  involving  the  Board  in 
considerable  expense.  After  April  all  cases  were  admitted  to 
the  Board’s  Hospitals,  with  two  exceptions. 

It  is  fortunate  that,  at  no  time  during  the  two  years  of 
hospital  reconstruction  and  extension,  were  there  more  than 
65%  of  the  estimated  minimum  number  of  beds  required  for 
the  districts  under  the  County  Council  scheme  in  use  at  any 
one  time.  During  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  only  had 
provision  to  be  made  for  hospital  treatment  outside  the  district. 


Scarlet  Fever  : — 

Of  the  169  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  on  admission  to 
hospital,  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  in  five  cases. 
Additional  to  these,  treatment  in  the  isolation  hospital  was 
requested  for  a case  of  acute  nephritis  and  uraemia  following 
tonsillitis  which  it  was  considered  undesirable  to  admit  to  a 
general  hospital  in  view  of  possible  infection. 

75%  of  the  cases  of  scarlet  fever  ran  an  uncomplicated 
course  and  it  was  possible  to  discharge  these  after  a little  over 
four  weeks  in  hospital. 

The  remaining  25%  of  the  cases  showed  complications  of 
varying  severity,  persistent  nasal  catarrh  and  inflammation  of 
glands  being  present  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

In  10%  of  the  total  number  of  cases  major  complications 
occurred.  Three  cases  required  surgical  intervention  on  account 
of  glandular  abscess,  ten  cases  were  complicated  with  protracted 
otorrhoea,  and  three  with  acute  nephritis.  The  average  duration 
of  stay  in  hospital  of  the  complicated  cases  was  over  nine 
weeks,  four  cases  spending  over  three  months  in  hospital. 
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20%  of  cases  received  serum  treatment,  and  approximately 
50%  of  the  cases  received  prontosil  album  either  during  the 
febrile  period  or  in  treatment  of  some  septic  complication. 

From  the  experience  gained  from  the  use  of  the  new  drug 
(Prontosil),  and  with  the  object  in  view  of  preventing  sequelae 
and  cutting  short  the  stay  in  hospital,  it  was  resolved  to  give 
serum  on  admission  to  all  cases  of  scarlet  fever  under  5 years 
of  age,  and  in  cases  over  5 years  in  which  there  was  a 
temperature  of  over  ioi°P'.  Serum  treatment  was  followed 
by  treatment  with  protonsil  either  orally  or  by  injection  until 
the  temperature  was  normal  for  two  days,  the  average  daily 
dosage  being  — 3 grammes  according  to  age.  This  has  been 
the  procedure  since  the  new  cubicles  have  been  in  use.  Thirty 
cases  have  been  treated  by  this  method.  All  cases  ran  an 
uncomplicated  course  and  the  duration  of  stay  m hospital 
never  exceeded  four  weeks. 

It  was  resolved  to  immunise  these  cases  against  diphtheria 
during  their  stay  in  hospital.  It  has  been  found  that  a certain 
prophylactic  (Diphtheria  Toxoid  Alum  Precipitated)  gives 
probably  the  highest  percentage  of  immunity  with  two  injec- 
tions of  0.1  c.c.  and  0.5  c.c.  two  weeks  later,  but  a slight  local 
reaction  is  liable  to  develop  occasionally  in  older  children. 
This  prophylactic  was  used  with  complete  success.  Parental 
consent  was,  of  course,  obtained. 

Post  scarlatinal  diphtheria  is  one  of  the  bugbears  of  fever 
hospital  practice,  and  it  is  hoped  to  reduce  the  incidence  of 
this  sequela  to  a minimum  by  this  procedure. 

One  death  from  toxic  scarlet  fever  has  to  be  recorded. 
This  occurred  on  the  loth  day  of  illness  in  the  case  of  an  adult 
male  of  40  years.  He  was  admitted  in  a state  of  delirium 
which  persisted  throughout  the  illness  despite  maximum  doses 
of  serum  intravenously.  This  type  of  scarlet  fever  is  fortunately 
of  rare  occurrence. 

In  the  70  cases  of  scarlet  fever  treated  with  prontosil,  no 
serious  toxic  effects  were  noted.  Only  one  case  developed  a 
slight  degree  of  cyanosis  following  intramuscular  injection. 
This  was  a case,  in  a girl  aged  seven,  of  otorrhoea  of  some 
weeks  duration  which  developed  severe  inflammation  with 
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swelling  involving  the  mastoid  and  temporal  regions  and  the 
eyelids,— the  typical  picture  of  an  acute  zygomatic  mastoiditis. 
Prontosil  was  given  intramuscularly  and  orally;  the  condition 
improved  so  dramatically  that  it  was  decided  to  postpone 
operation  and  continue  with  prontosil.  The  otorrhoea  ceased 
and  the  inflammation  subsided  in  ten  days  and  did  not  recur. 
Cyanosis  persisted  for  about  a week,  the  patient  showing  no 
other  toxic  symptoms  from  the  drug. 


Diphtheria  : 


Forty-eight  cases  were  removed  to  hospital  on  notification. 

The  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  in  five  of  these  cases. 
One  case  had  severe  muscular  paralysis  (non  diphtheritic)  and 
later  died  from  pneumonia.  This  was  probably  the  result  of 
acute  polio-encephalitis.  In  three  cases  of  tonsillitis  the  throat 
swabs  were  negative,  and  in  the  remaining  case  the  bacillus 
was  present  but  found  to  be  non-virulent. 

Two  cases  were  admitted  for  treatment  as  carriers  without 
showing  other  signs  of  the  disease. 

Three  cases  had  been  incompletely  immunised  four  years 
previously.  The  attacks  were  mild  and  uncomplicated  and 
the  cases  were  discharged  within  four  weeks. 

50%  of  the  total  cases  were  of  a severe  type,  being  admit- 
ted with  a varying  degree  of  glandular  involvement,  and  later 
developing  cardiac  complications  and  paralysis.  Two  of  these 
cases  died  a few  days  after  admission,  both  cases  coming  under 
treatment  with  serum  on  the  fifth  day  of  illness. 

The  average  dosage  of  serum  given  was  30,000  units  and, 
where  a larger  quantity  was  indicated  this  was  given 
intravenously. 

The  average  duration  of  stay  in  hospital  was  approx- 
imately six  weeks,  one  patient  spending  four  months  in  hospital 
before  he  was  considered  fit  for  discharge. 
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Typhoid  : — 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  admitted.  The  patient 
was  critically  ill  for  some  weeks  but  ultimately  made  a good 
recovery.  He  had  been  inoculated  some  years  previously 
against  typhoid.  The  positive  Widal  Test  (B.  Typhosus 
i/ioo)  was  accompanied  by  a typical  clinical  attack.  The 
infection  was  apparently  contracted  outside  the  district. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis  : — 

A boy  of  six  years  was  admitted  with  polio  encephalitic 
form  of  the  disease,  complicated  with  acute  respiratory 
paralysis.  Death  took  place  within  a few  hours  of  admission. 


HOSPITAL  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  two  new  cubicle  blocks  have  been  in  use  during  the 
last  three  months  of  the  year,  and  the  experience  gained  shows 
that  these  cubicles  are  a valuable  asset  to  the  smooth  working 
of  the  hospital,  particularly  in  solving  the  dimculty  of  dealing 
with  streptococcal  cross  infection.  One  can  now  admit  observa- 
tion cases  with  equanimity,  so  there  should  be  now  no  delay  in 
the  admission  of  doubtful  cases  of  diphtheria.  Again, 
different  types  of  scarlet  fever  from  the  various  districts  can 
be  separated,  and  doubtful  cases  of  scarlet  fever  can  be  isolated 
pending  carrying  out  the  various  diagnostic  tests.  One  is  now 
able  to  relieve  the  various  local  general  hospitals  at  once  of 
cases  of  minor  infectious  diseases  such  as  measles  and  chicken- 
pox.  Cases  which  have  been  in  contact  with  other  forms  of 
minor  infectious  disease  can  be  isolated  during  the  incubation 
period. 

The  cubicles  themselves  with  their  southern  exposure  have 
optimum  light  and  efficient  ventilation,  and  an  even  temperature 
IS  maintained  at  all  times.  It  is  indeed  a pleasure  to  work 
and  nurse  patients  in  them,  and  the  results  obtained  in  the 
series  of  uncomplicated  cases,  commented  on  under  scarlet 
fever,  fully  justify  their  careful  and  detailed  planning.  They 
have  already  proved  an  economical  asset  in  the  early  discharge 
of  uncomplicated  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 
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I should  like  to  record  here  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal 
co-operation  and  willing  help  of  the  nursing  staff  during  the 
difficult  period  of  rebuilding,  and  at  a time  when  they  were 
called  upon  for  extra  duites  owing  to  the  impossibility  of 
securing  an  adequate  staff. 


When  the  hospital  is  completed  68  beds  will  be  available. 
I reported  to  you  at  the  end  of  the  year  that  the  nursing  staff 
necessary  to  secure  an  eight  hour  day  and  reasonable  time  off 
duty  was  as  follows:  —

The  above  staff  will  be  necessary  for  the  three  wards  which, 
it  is  estimated,  will  be  required  for  the  average  daily  number  of 
patients. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Joint  Hospital  Board  for  their  help  and  kindly  consideration 
of  the  many  and  various  problems  arising  particularly  out  of 
the  building  and  equipment  of  the  enlarged  hospital.
